DRAPERY  RODS  AND  ACCESSORIES 
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FINIALS  FOR  DRAPERY  RODS 


The  Drapery  Rod  assembly  on  Page  20  shows  a  combination  of  center  ornament  No.  100  and 
Finial  No.  90.  The  rod  is  forged  from  1/2"  square  iron.  The  length  is  determined  by  th-e  location  of 
the  Brackets  on  the  casement.  Width  of  the  Bracket  is  I"  and  extends  from  the  casement  2" 
when  used  for  the  drapery  rod  only. 

When  made  to  accommodate  curtains  and  drapes  as  shown  in  No.  I  10,  Page  20,  the  extension 
is  3"  and  4 1/2"  where  Venetian  Blinds  are  mounted  outside  the  casement..  Curtain  rods  are  5/16" 
round  iron.
